imrgalned. sold .enfeofed and de- 
livered unto aaid Jarrett See a cer- 
taiu tract or parcel of land situated 
lying and being in the county of 
Lawrence anil State of Kentuckv 
and bounded as follows, to-wft; 

"Beginning at David Jarrett's line 
at the mouth of Rockcastle Creek, 
thence up said Rockcastle Creek

The Virginia » Total Loss. 

The river packet Virginia, which 
Btranded during the high water at 
Willow Grove, W. Va., forty miles 
above Galllpolls, has broken In two 
and will be a complete loss. 

The steamer went into a cornfield 
during a heavy fog, and when the 
waters receded was left high and 
dry. The boat waa owned by the 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati Packet 
Company and was valued at $40,000 



Queens Creek, a tributary of Rig 
Hurricane, and the sufferer Is An- 
thony Plymale. William's son. He 
was sharpening a tool on the wheel 
when without warning It burst Into 
many pieces, one of which struck 
young Plymale In the face, Inflicting 
a horrible wound. The bone over 
the right eye. the right side of the 
nose and the right upper Jawbone, 
are badly broken and the flesh cov- 
ering them is very much torn. Sev- 
eral pieces of the cheek bone had 
to be removed before the ghastly 
wound could be finally closed and 
dressed. Dr. A. W. Bromley, of this 
place, was called and he rendered 
the necessary aid. 



The steamer Geraldlne sank at 
this place last Sunday shortly after 
noon. She had been up Tug and 
was returning to the mouth of tbe 
Big Sandy when tbe accident oc- 
curred. The river was very high 
and full ot timber rafts, and on ac- 
count of back water from the Ohio 
there was scarcely any current. In 
going through the dam the stern 
of tbe boat "side swiped" one or 
the rafts, which tore a big hole In 
the side of tbe boat near tbe stern. 
She Immediately began to fill and 
was beaded for the Kentucky shore. 
She readied land Just In front of J. 
Q. Lackey's when she went to the 
bottom where she now lies, her bow- 
high on tbe shore. 

The extent of the damage cannot 
be ascertained until the river falls 
considerably. She had neither 
freight aor passengers when the ac- 
cident happened, and the crew were 
unhurt, no damage more than a 
wetting following the mishap. It Is 
said that the man at the wheel 
when the boat hit the raft was un 
der the Influence of whiskey at the 
time. 

The Geraldlne Is owned by Dr. J. 
M. York, of Huntington, and was 
valued at $6,0u0. It Is said that 
she was Insured for $3,000. She 
was 132 feet long, with a tonnage 
of about 75 tons. She was a stern 
wheeler, used principally for towing. 

Sunday was a beautiful day, and 
It is estimated that at least five 
hundred people visited the scene of 
the wreck.

"The deliberate robbery of S W 
Walters, one of the most prominent 
merchants of Preatousburg, Ky 
was prevented here last night by 
a well known citizen who became 
wise to the contemplated crime 
through the overloud conversation 
of a Catlettsburg negro. Guy 8cott, 
who had the old man in tow." says 
the Huntington Herald-Dispatch. 
"The two came here from Catletts- 
burg on au early car and were en 
route the negro kept his arm around 
tbe old man In a disgustingly fa- 
miliar manner, telling him he waa 
an honest nigger', and he needn't 
fear losing any money, and that as 
soon as Huntington was reached he 
could get that thousand dollar 
check cashed,' and they would have 
Borne fun. 

"When they reached Ninth street 
they got off, the negro almost farc- 
ing Walters to leave tbe car. They 
walked down Mpth street to the 
alley near Third Avenue, where they 
stopped In the dark and took a 
drink from a bottle the negro car- 
ried. They proceeded from there 
to a Third Avenue saloon, closely 
followed by the citizen who over- 
heard the negro talk. From the 
saloon Scott took Walters to a ne- 
gro dive In the alley between Eighth 
and Ninth streets and Second snd 
Third avenues, where a nickel waa 
dropped In the piano. Scott sat 
down on the old man's lap, and waa 
Just slipping his hand around to 
the old man's pocket, it is alleged, 
when the police burst Into the room 
and took both to headquarters. 
8cott was locked up and Waltera 
gave bond for his appearance this 
morning. 

"Walters had flashed a check lor 
a thousand dollars in the negro's 
sight while In CatlettBbuig. where 
he had gone to purchase goods, and 
Scott got him here while drinking, 
under the belief that ho still had 
the check on him. Walters had been 
too wise for that, and before leav- 
ing had placed the check with a 
friend to be deposited In the morn- 
ing. He only had $10 and some 
checks for small amounts In his 
pockets at the time. 

"Walters is a highly educated 
man, speaking seven different lan- 
guages fluently. Ha is a graduate 
of the University of Wisconsin and 
is an unusually brilliant old gentle- 
man. At headquarters last ntght he 
met Judge Bryan, with whom be 
discussed interesting topics of a 
widely varied character for some 
time."

The Kentucky House of Represen- 
tatives passed a bill appropriating 
ll'0. 000 for the maintenance of the 
Home for Incurables in Louisville. 
The home Is one of the King's 
Daughters' charities, and a speech 
made by Mrs. Homer Stucky, of 
Louisville, to the House members 
Influenced many In their votes. 

Provided a measure, which has 
paaaed the House, is passed by the 
8enate and signed by the Governor, 
another county will be added to 
those already composing Kentucky.

The man who keeps hens Is not 
so much of a philosopher as the 
man who has the hens keep him. 

For hatching purposes take the 
eggs from the hens that lay best 
Build up; never let the standard 
down. 

A shelf. • couple ot reel below 
the roosts. Is handy to catch the 
droppings, and handy lo clean. And 
don't forget to clean It. 

Excelsior always seemed to me 
rather cold stuff to make nests of. 
(iood fine, clean oat straw Is about 
the best of anything that we ever 
tried. 

As a rule, eggs from two-year-old 
hons give better satisfaction at this 
time of the" year than when from 
younger stock, and the chicks are 
mure vigorous. 

The eggs of hens that did heavy 
laying during the winter are not ho 
apt to be as strongly fertilised, ** 
eggs from hens that made but a fair 
showing. 

The last egg laid before a hen 
goes to sitting will often he so small 
that It will have no yolk at all 
There la an old notion that It Is 
bad link to bring these small eggs 
In the house. 

A nest that suits the turkey hen 
first-rate may lie made by turning 
a salt barrel ou the side Put straw 
In the hollow, and a nest egg. and 
cover the barrel over with brush, 
if you have It handy. 

One of my neighbors says that 
there's no money in poultry, and 
that the easiest w«> to get eggs is 
to buy them. He says that be 
keeps chickens to eat the bugs in 
his orchard; pays 'em a tent a bug. 

Is there a place under some ol.l 
building where you can spado up 
the earth and give It to the heiW 
to work at? They will dl;; nway 
hard to find the worms that mav Ix- 
In It. Nothing will do them more 
good. 

When a hen lays now and then, 
and not soon again, and you can't 
decide whether she hadn't better 
quit altogether. I tell you what to 
do: Why. Just ax her to, and neith- 
er In box nor In keg will she over 
lay another egg. 

Especially In early hatches, care 
should be taken not to set a hen 
until she Is thoroughly broody. It 
does not take much experience to 
know when a hen is really broody. 
She will be very fussy when ap- 
proached, and hug close (o the nest 
when the hand Is placed under her. 

March settings should not con- 
tain more than eleven eggs, for 
when u largor uiimbui' Is given the 
hen can not sufficiently cover thorn 
to impart the ncccsatry warmth. 
When too many eggs are placed lit 
the nest, those on the outer edge 
are not apt to get the amount of 
heat required to develop the g>»rm 
and bring forth the chick. 

Any system cf feeding Is expen- 
sive If the hons do not lay, and the 
greater the number of non -produc- 
er* the greater the coat of every 
egg produced. Improper ftediiig or 
overfeeding may be the cause of a 
flock yielding only hair ot what It 
should u will be found that the 
surest course of feeding It to fol- 
low us nearly as poesibU along the 
line of nature, and thU meant va- 
riety in such a way as to compel 
exercise.

Anderson 
turned on young Arnett, IttHking 
him with the single tree and chased 
him out of the store, down the 
road about thirty yards, catohing 
hla, and while they were clutched 
young Arnett shot him twice, one 
ball entering his face Just under the 
lert eye, and the other striking his 
left ear, when Anderson fell dead. 

Arnett is a son of Ben P. Arnett 
who is a prominent and well-to-do 
man. Sam Arnett was Indicted with 
young Arnett ami his case contin- 
ued, pending the declsslon of the 
Appellate Court.
